Neg lect o f Yo ung Chicks 
Is Po o r Judg ment. 


A ll too often, the growing chick^^ 
are big enough to fry and some­ 
times begin to lay before they are 
provided with roost.s. ^Vhile it has 
been found by experiuiental worlc 
that extremely young chicks tend 
to 
grow 
crooked 
brcnst-hones 
if 
they regularly use roosts through 
the night, after they are six or 
eight weeks old roosts must he pro­ 
vided if the host growth and good 
health are to he maintained, ac'cord- 
ing to a writer in W allaces’ Farmer. 


Nearly every poultry rai.ser has 
Ids own pet theory as to the right 
surt and arrangement of nujsts t<» 
provide fi>r growing chicks wlien 
they first start roosting. There is no 
one best height or width of roosts. 
The important thing is to provide 
some sort of roosts, in order to stop 
the chicks from crowding in corners 
and piling up w Imn siune little iliing 
excites them. 


W ith onr hea\ier breeds, it is ps- 
senfial that some arrangement I'e 
u>ed to jiievent the c’nn ks from 
crowding in under the roi»sis instead 
of getting on them at the start. 
Either the roosts may he placed so 
close to the floor that there will mu 
he room beneath them, or the fiont 
of the frame and the top i-an l»e 
covered with a slat or ]>ouFry net­ 
ting to force them up on i.-p.

STILL CHAMPION OF CHAMPIONS 
Mrs. Helen W ills Moody has achiev ed 
her ambitions 
purpose of winning the 
world's woman championship on the tennis 
courts at W imbeldon after two years ab­ 
sence from tournaments. Not only did she 
win this title, but she defeated the wo­ 
man 
who has held the American title 
since Mrs. Moody withdrew. Miss Helen 
J acobs has had to sw allow a bitter dose. 
Three times has she w^on her way into the 
finals at W imbeldon and three times has 
she been defeated by Mrs. Moody. 
The record speaks for itself. Mrs. Moody 
Is still champion of champions. For the 
eig hth time she w'as in the W imbledon 
finals and only once w'as she defeated 
by Miss Kitty McKane, of Great Britain, 
in 1924. Mrs. Moody defeated Señorita 
Bliande Alv arez, of Spain in 1ÍJ27 and 
1928, Miss J acobs in 
19 29 , 
19 32 
and 
1935; Miss Elizabeth Ryan in 
1930 and 
Miss Dorothy Round in 1933. It is likely 
that Mrs. Moody will seek the American 
tennis title and Miss J acobs is not look­ 
ing forward to this. 
W hen Mrs. Moody withdrew^ because 
of a back injury, from the finals at Forest 
Hills in 1933, she w^as sharply criticised 
for “ quitting .” She left the court w^hen 
the w as losing to Miss J acobs. It was con­ 
ceded that Mrs. Moody w^as phj^sically 
unable to continue in the g ame. So Miss 
J acobs, 
by 
default, 
became 
American 
champion in 1933, and retained her title 
in 19 34. This is another year and if Mrs. 
Moody enters the Forest Hills tournament 
the experts are predicting that she will 
retriev e her title. 
It has taken courage of a high order for 
Mrs. Moody to return to tournament play 
•fter her long absence. She has had to 
discipline herself sev erely. She had to 
•pend long and wearing hours in elem en­ 
tary 
practice. She has had to climb a 
•tiff grade in this notable “ com eback.” 
She has won because she has the skill, 
the intellig ence and the moral and phy­ 
sical stamina. She is champion of champ­ 
ions.

Notwithstanding 
the 
rightness of Ethiopia in its controversy 
with Italy, Benito Mussolini has finally de­ 
clared 
his intention of prosecuting his 
war. The council of the Leag ue of N a­ 
tions has failed to induce him to accept 
arbitration. 
England has failed to turn 
him from his course. Treaties which bear 
on the controversy are without meaning . 
Italy may win 
the w^ar ag ainst the “ Con­ 
quering Lion of J udah,” it may acquire 
complete dominion over this ancient in­ 
land African empire, but its victory can­ 
not atone for its bad morality in w ag ing 
war because it believ es itself to be much 
the more pow^erful, much the better equip­ 
ped. A modern army modernly equiqpped 
and supplied 
is to be pitted ag ainst a 
people w'ho are just emerg ing from the 
conditions of the Middle Ag es. 
Mussolini has three reasons to carry 
the battle to the Ethiopians. One is that 
he is ambitious to be a conquering Caesar, 
a great imperator to his compatriots. A 
aecond is that J apanese goods have virtua­ 
lly driven Italian g oods out of Ethiopia. 
A third w'hich is probably the most sig ni­ 
ficant, fs that in Ethiopia are oil deposits 
of great v alue. The Italian purpose is to 
make Ethiopia a tributary province. Its 
promises in treaties are buncombe. 
Suspicion that Laly had designs on Ethi­ 
opia w'as first awakened v*hen Mussolini 
l ^ d that the future field of Italian ex-

pansion w'as in Asia and Africa. In Sept- 
ernber of last year the two governments 
reiterated the pledges of friendship con­ 
tained in the 1928 treaty. In November 
and December, clashes occurred. Italy de­ 
m anded indem nity for slain Italians and 
punishm ent of Ethiopian officers as well 
as the establishm ent of a neutral zone. 
Ethiopia refused on the ground that Italy 
had 
invaded 
its 
territory, 
bombed 
its 
villages and wa.s occupying villages and 
building roads far l)eyond the frontier of 
Somaliland. 
Ethiopia officially directed the atten­ 
tion of the League of Nations to the sit­ 
uation and moved to submit the ii=isue to 
arbitration, but ^lus.solini bluntly reject­ 
ed the proposal. Christmas Ethiopia pro­ 
tested to the league against Italian oc­ 
cupation of A fdub w’hile Italy continued 
to assert tha t it had no troops in Eihi- 
opian territory. Italy has consistently dis- 
regard ed its treaty obligations. It now' 
appears tha t Italy has em bark ed on a w'ar 
to the limit and that it has made elabor­ 
ate preparations for its cam paign in Ethi­ 
opia. The Ethiopian em peror has been 
m ak ing ready to halt the invader, but 
is hindered by the attitude of the French 
who are at pains to be friendly wdth the 
Italian government. 
E uropean chancelleries are hopeful that 
the 
Italian-Ethiopian 
conflict 
will 
not 
spread, but they are aw are of the peril. 
Mussolini is aw'are of the danger to the 
W'orld’s peace and is tak ing advantage of 
the delicate conditions. It remains to Ije 
seen w^hether the English will shut the 
Suez canal to movement of Italian troops, 
m aterial, supplies and provisions. If the 
English should do tliis, Italy w'ould be put 
to serious inconvenience in operating trans­ 
ports thousands of miles down llie African 
coast on one side and up it on the other. 
The closing of the Suez canal w’ould w'ork 
in favor of the Ethiopians.

The Philadelphia Bar Association strik ­ 
es again, and six lawyvers are disbarred. 
Less than four months ago, half a dozen 
law’yers,

disbarred for m alpractice involving the 
num bers rack ets, 
drunk en 
driving 
and 
other cases. 
The men just removed from the pro­ 
fession w'ere not guilty of m ajor offenses. 
T heir m alpractice involved comparatively 
trivial cases. Several of the charges in­ 
volved as little as $20. But it is the little 
fellowq the m an w*ho visits a law'ver only 
a few' times in his life w'ho most needs 
the protection of a bar association. He is 
usually ignorant of the law and legal pro­ 
cedure. He listens to w hatever is told 
him. And he k now's nothing of fee or 
charges. 
The action of our b ar association in 
recom m ending the disbarm ent of these 
six law'yers is a boon to the entire pro' 
fession. Not only are unscrupulous practi­ 
tioners W'arned tha t they cannot use their 
profession to tak e advantage of clients. 
But public confidence in the profession is 
increased by the realization tha t a high 
stand ard is being m aintained. 
Philadelphia can w'ell be proud of a 
b a r association w'ith teeth.

The method had been used for 
many years, but it had fallen into 
disrepute over and over again be­ 
cause the solution used for Injection 
was too destructive, or otherwise 
unsuitable. It had fallen largely in­ 
to the hands of quacks. 
Great Imprevement 
But in 1925 a French surgeon, 
Sicard, introduced 
a 
solution 
of 
quinine-urethane, which was an en­ 
ormous improvement on all others. 
Other solutions are now in use. 
some of them more satisfactory in 
certain cates. 


The technique does not concern 
the patient, except that it Is inex­ 
pensive, painless, and can be car­ 
ried out without hospitalizing the 
patient. And, best of all, it works. 
Varicose veins may be the cause 
of serious disability and bad health. 
They are caused, in all cases, by 
gravity, which is too much for the 
legs of erect-standing mankind, in 
some cases pressure from above in 
the abdomen will cause varicose 
veins, as may be seen in woman 
who have borne several children, 
but such examples are usually harm­ 
less—at least until later in life, 
when further strain is put upon 
them. 
The swollen 
and 
broken 
veins 
hold blood in them, and this poof* 
circulation 
causes 
a 
series 
of 
changes in the surrounding tissues, 
especially the skin. 
At 
first 
the 
skin may simply swell and pit, but 
afterwards this leads to a brawny, 
dropsical condition, with the taut 
shiny skin showing how unhealthy 
it is. Finally, the skin breaks down 
and large ulcere develop. 
The injections are calculated to 
cause inflammation in the inside of 
the vein and, with the formation of 
a clot, obliterate it. 
The advantages of the injection 
method are that it is (1) cheap, 
(2) the patient can have it done In 
the doctor’s office without inter­ 
rupting his business routine, (3) it 
is painless, (4) the final results are 
most gratifying.
